Among  the  investigations  he  headed  was  the 
discovery  and  confirmation  of  the  remains  of 
Nazi  war  criminal  Dr.  Joseph  Mengele. 

Mayor  Giuliani  appointed  Howard  Safir 
his  Police  Commissioner  nearly  three  years 
ago.  During  his  tenure  there  have  been  sizable 
reductions  in  major  crimes  and  homicides,  as 
well  as  many  anti-drug  initiatives.

crowd,  but  as  with  anything,  it  will  take  a  lit¬ 
tle  time  for  you  to  “break  in” — to  be  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  familiar  face,  as  one  of  the  regulars 
yourself.  So  what  you  need  to  do  is  to  come 
to  shul  with  some  degree  of  consistency. 

There  is  one  more  thing  you  need  to  be 
prepared  to  do:  come  to  shul  and  linger.  It 
is  not  enough  to  attend  the  services  and  leave, 
or  to  stay  just  long  enough  at  the  Kiddush  to 
have  a  cookie  or  two  and  then  rush  off.  In 
order  to  feel  like  a  part  of  the  community  with 
whom  you  pray,  you  have  to  get  to  know 
them  and  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  get 
to  know  you. 

Then,  if  you’re  away  for  awhile,  you’ll  be 
pleasantly  surprised  to  be  greeted  upon  your 
return  with,  “Where  have  you  been?  Haven’t 
seen  you  for  sometime!  Welcome  back!”,  and 
even,  “We  missed  You!”  There  is  no  greater 
sense  of  being  a  valued  member  of  a  commu¬ 
nity— of feeling  that  you  truly  belong— than  to 
bear  those  words. 

But,  what  if  you  don’t  know  Hebrew  or 
aren’t  familiar  with  our  service?  The  syna¬ 
gogue  offers  Hebrew  reading  courses  twice  a 
year  (the  next  one  begins  on  March  17th!), 
and  many  of  our  Shabbat  morning  regulars 
would  be  happy  to  have  you  sit  next  to  them 
and  to  guide  you  through  the  service.  All  you 
have  to  do  is  ask  one  of  the  Rabbis  or  Cantors 
to  arrange  this. 

And  when  you  do  come  to  shul,  you 
will  discover,  or  rediscover,  how  wonderful 
and  participatory  the  service  is.  We’re  doing 
our  best  to  make  everyone  feel  at  ease  and 
welcome.  The  next  step  is  up  to  you.

To  that  end,  we 
encourage  you  to  host  or  to  be  a  guest  at  a 
Shabbat  meal  on  Friday  evening,  March  12th. 
In  this  way  we  will  be  part  of  “Shabbat  Across 
America,”  while  at  the  same  time  enjoying  a 


more  intimate  Shabbat  atmosphere. 

The  complete  blessings  and  songs  for  the 
Shabbat  table  can  be  found  in  almost  any  sid- 
dur  (prayerbook)  or  bentscher  (booklet  for 
Grace  After  Meals).  Excerpts  from  Rabbi  Lin¬ 
coln’s  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Bulletin  article 
of  December,  1996  printed  below  provide 
some  insights  on  Shabbat  as  well  as  some  of 
the  blessings,  for  your  convenience.

Excerpts  from  Rabbi  Lincoln’s 
December,  1996  article: 

Whatever  your  plans  may  be  for  Friday 
evening  or  Saturday  before  dark,  try  to  make 
it  different  from  all  other  days  in  some  specif¬ 
ic  way.  Of  course,  the  rules  of  Shabbat  obser¬ 
vance  are  complicated  and  numerous,  and 
worth  studying  in  depth,  but  here  are  a  few 
suggestions  that  will  begin  to  make  it  memo¬ 
rable  and  special. 

We  all  need  a  day  to  escape  from  all  the 
pressures  of  life.  A  day  we  don’t  have  to  worry 
about  shopping,  driving,  business,  examina¬ 
tions,  etc.,  etc.  A  time  to  sit  quietly  with  our

You  will  be  performing  a  double 
mitzvah  by  bringing  your  hametz  to  the  synagogue  for  this  purpose.

The 
second  seder  will  be  conducted  by  Rabbi  Miriam  C.  Berkowitz  leading 
a  participationary  Communal  Seder. 


Passover  Dietary  Laws 


Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crack¬ 
ers.  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from 
grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the 
following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice,  corn,  millet,  legumes  (beans, 
peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic 
authorities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form 
other  than  its  natural  state,  for  example,  corn  sweeteners,  com  oil,  soy 
oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above. 
Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  cof¬ 
fee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural 
spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen 
(uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage 
cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in  water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked) 
fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 
either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzoh,  cakes,  mat- 
zoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzoh), 
wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk, 
ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 


during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  but¬ 
ter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish, 
as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid 
detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sus¬ 
taining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are 
used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by 
the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore, 
utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broil¬ 
ing  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food 
are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine 
translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be 
used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must 
first  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as 
possible.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling 
water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The 
utensils  should  not  be  used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between 
the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils

The  simple  ceremony  of  lighting  the  can¬ 
dles  before  sunset,  reciting  the  blessing  and, 
in  the  words  of  Rabbi  Artson,  “reflect  on  the 
events  of  the  week,  on  the  people  who  make 
life  worth  living,  and  on  the  warmth  and  beau¬ 
ty  of  the  candles.  Enjoy  the  glow.” 

If  this  ceremony  can  be  followed  by  kid- 
dush  and  the  eating  of  challah  you  will  have 
made  this  meal  something  exceptionally  beau¬ 
tiful  and  special. 

Here  is  a  guide  for  beginners  which 
might  be  helpful  to  you.

cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food 
must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range 
should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil 
setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and 
then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning  ovens 
must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave 
ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the  food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be 
cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he  placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven 
should  be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that 
has  a  browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering 
drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days, 
changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion  requires  only 
a  thorough  scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24 


hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with 
hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if 
metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  remov¬ 
able,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should 
he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough 
cleaning,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should 
be  clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in 
a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots 
and  hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separat¬ 
ed,  locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.
